be Republican representation on the com- 
mission and has recommended that the Re- 
publican member be Charles H. Berryman cf 
Lexington. The recommendation, it is stated,! 
carries witii it the suggestion that Berryman 
take the seat that was intended for Breckin- 
ridge. It is stated further that Breckinridge I 
feels that, though he inspired the bill creat- i 
ing the State Racing Commission in 1906, j 
he can be of more benefit to racing off the i 
commission than as a member of it. 

Charles H. Berryman is one of the most 
widely known and most active men con- 
nected witii the breeding and raising of thor- j 
oughbred horses in inis country. In addition ■ 
to being the owner of Saghonet Farm, the 
home of Ballot and a band of good mares, he 
is the manager of Harry Payne Whitney's! 
large farm and vast stud of thoroughbreds I 
near Lexington, and he annually has trained | 
and raced a few good sons and daughters j 
of his own mares. 

The governor invited Ben Williamson of

but when he heard that there was a sug- j 
gestion that a Republican be named and i 
that Judge Allie W. Young had recommended j 
that one of the members of the commission ! 
he Gemil Senff of Mt. Sterling, he called | 
upon the governor and told him that he 
would be in full accord with anything he \ 
might wish to do. Ben Williamson is one 
of the strongest ar.d most influencial busi - 1 
ness men in the Big Sandy country. Gemil 
Senff is a nephew of the late Captain Jim 
Williams of Spring Station and is the brother 
of County Judge Karl Senff of Montgomery 
County. He is a newspaper man and a mem- 
ber of the Kentucky Press Association and 
stands high among the owners and editors I 
of the weekly newspapers of the state. He 
is very ford of horses and of racing, though I 
he is not a breeder or owner.

LOUISVILLE, Ky.. March 17. — The Chur- 
chill Downs track was frozen and rough on 
Sunday morning, due to a •‘norther” which 
came Saturday night. The course, however, 
thawed out toward noon and several of the 
horses which failed to get their regular work 
during the morning were galloped in the 
afternoon. John S. Ward sent Wise Coun- 
sellor and Worthmore a half mile in 53. 
This is the first time this year the Ken- 1 
tueky Derby favorite has been asked to go 
that far. 

It was creditable work, as the two colts ; 
had to gallop in the center of the track, as 1 
the going was sloppy and deep next to the 
rail, due to the thaw. After jogging a couple 
of miles the colts ran the half as a windup 
to their work. The first quarter was timed 
in 26 and the half in 55, with both colts 
figthing for their heads. Wise Counsellor 
looks as if he was ready to go a mile at 
about a 1:45 clip right now. He is training 
nicely and his owner-trainer is delighted 
with the progress he is making toward round- 
ing into Derby condition. 

Peter Coyne had out during the morning 
King Gorin II. and Bourbon Boy, the two 
eligibles he is training for the Derby. They 
were not asked to go faster than a canter 
on account of the condition of the track. 
Both colts look to be training nicely and 
ready to take their work regularly from 
now on.

NEW ORLEANS, La.. March 17. — Performing as if much the best, showing a liking for 
the heavy going that prevailed and carrying his impost of 126 pounds with utmost ease. 
Black Gold, the sturdy son of Black Toney — Useeit, owned by Mrs. R. M. Hoots, accounted 
for the second running cf the Louisiana Derby from ten other three-year-olds before a 
record attendance and by his victory enriched his owner to the tune of $14,750, the net 
amount accruing to the winner. Following him some distance off came the Idle Hour 
Stoc»c Farm representative Brilliant Cast, with Rinkey, the mainstay of the Greentreti 
Stable, in third place. Frankman, an outsider, finished fourth, with the remainder of the 
field well strung out at the finish. There was never a period during the race that Black 
Gold left the result in doubt. From an outer post position Mooney hustled him away at the 
start with a rush, took command at once and thereafter Black Gold led his opponents by 
as wide a margin as his rider elected.

Will Have Added Value of $17,500 
— Same Liberal Purses for 
Next Winter’s Meeting. 



NEW ORLEANS. I,a.. March 17. — "Wo will 
add $17,500 to the Louisiana Derby next 
year,” said G. D. Bryan, Jr., during the aft- 
ernoon, “and probably add an additional 
$2,500 the following season." 

The great amount of interest shown in its 
running is responsible for Mr. Bryan's an- 
nouncement of additional endowment to the 
race. 

Entries to the Louisiana Derby next year 
will close in October, with a nominal entrance 
fee and a supplementary payment in Feb- 
ruary. It is aimed to attract some of the 
best two-year-olds in the country to enter 
in the race. 

While discussing the Derby Mr. Bryan also 
took occasion to remark that Jefferson Park 
would again open Thanksgiving Day and race 
until the first of the year and later follow 
with a spring meeting at the conclusion of 
the Fair Grounds season. 

Mr. Bryan also took occasion to announce 
that despite the disappointing season just fin- 
ished. the purses for next year would be of 
the same liberal endowment as this year. 

It is also intended to reduce the admission 
charge. The tarriff will be a blanket one of 
$1.50 plus war tax for men and women. The 
present price of admission is $2.50 for men 
and $1.50 for ladies. 



FIX DIXIE HANDICAP DATE 

Pimlico’s $25,000 Feature Will 
Be Run Saturday, May 3, Ac- 
cording to Announcement. 



BALTIMORE, Md„ March 17.— The Dixie 
Handicap, for three-year-olds and over, 
with $25,000 added, at one mile and three- 
sixteenths, will be run on Saturday. May 3. 
at Pimlico. In interest it will rank next to 
tho Preakness. scheduled for Monday, May 
12, the leading event on the flat of the 
Maryland Jockey Club’s spring meeting. 

The Dixie is a revival in name of the 
old fixture, originally called the Dinner Party 
Stakes, that featured the opening meeting at 
Pimlico in 1870, and was won by M. T. San- 
ford's Preakness, ridden by “Billy” Hay- 
ward, with Major Thomas W. Boswell's Ec- 
liptic second and Foster, a famous four- 1 
miler, third.

The disappointment of the race was Benja- 
min Block's Thorndale. That colt was thor- 
oughly beaten after he had traversed a half 
mile. His poor showing was attributed to his 
dislike for muddy going. 

Black Gold was the favored one. but Thorn- 
dale, however, found almost as much suppoi t 
as he did. 

Derby day, which marked the close of tho 
winter racing season here, was marred con- 
siderably by a heavy continuous rain that 
began early this morning and prevailed tho 
entire afternoon. In spite of the inclement 
weather a record attendance braved the con- 
ditions to view the running of the second 
Louisiana Derby, to which the largest money 
offering — $15,000 — has ever been raced for in 
this section. 

Had the weather remained propitious, tho 
Jefferson Park track would have been inade- 
quate to accommodate the patronage. It was 
a good-natured crowd and it stood its buf- 
feting about without complaint. 

Included in the throng were some of tho 
most representative citizens of the state. 
There were also many visitors from adjacent 
points, as well as from Memphis. 

Nashville, and even Chicago, had quite a 
representation. 

While the Derby was the outstanding fea- 
ture that held most interest, the other live 
races did not lack for enthusiasm and, de-

Racing has conic to a close in New Orleans. 
It has been a continuous turf season there 
since November 29, with the exception of 
one day that was declared off by reason of 
unusual weather and unsafe track conditions. 
Ninety-three days of racing is a long cam- 
paign for a city of the size of New Orleans, 
but it is shorter than is had either at Havana 
or Tijuana. 

There have been more successful winter rac- 
ing seasons at New Orleans, but that is at 
once explained when it is taken into consid- 
eration that the weather was more unfavorable 
than has been experienced in twenty-five years. 
It Ls possible to conduct racing in almost any 
brand of weather and over almost any track, 
no matter what its condition, but the one day 
that was declared off by the Business Men’s 
Racing Association was declared off for the 
reason that the going was considered unsafe.

Twenty Years Ago Today 

Chief Turf Events of March 18. 1904 

Racing at New Orleans, San Francisco, Los 
Angeles and Hot Springs. 

Tomorrow will mark the arrival of several 
carloads of horses at Banning and by the end 
of the week everybody will be on hand. J. 
E. Madden is expected in tomorrow with 
thirty horses, including Robin Hood, City 
Bank, Pulsus and Whorler. Horsemen who 
keep tab3 on what the horses are doing in 
their early spring work say that the Ban- 
ning Spring Handicap will go to one of the 
Madden horses. 

J. W. Schorr has announced he does not 
intend to start his three year-cl.l filly Sweet 
Gretchen in the Montgomery Handicap. It is 
supposed that this statement is made in order 
that no one would make the mistake of play- 
ing her in the future books on the race, 
where she is quoted at the tempting odds of 
50 to 1. With Sweet Gretchen out. the Schorr 
Stable will still have two candidates in the 
race, Dutiful and Duelist. Six horses were 
originally nominated for the race. Injunction. 
Meharib and Montebank, have all i>een dc- 
i dared, and the withdrawal of Sweet Gretchen 
leaves but two. 

Jockey Dominick rode the winners of the 
first three races on the card at Hot Springs, 
two of them being from the Schreiber Stable. 
Ameriana in the first and Axares in the sec 
ond were easy winners, but Dominick had to 
use all his skill and knowledge to land Pic- 
quart home a winner in the third race. In 
the latter race Ma'msell? was best and it 
looked as if she would win up to midway of 
the stretch, but here, however, Dominick, 
who had rated Picquart along easily and 
conserved his speed for the final dash, rushed 
his mount up to the leader and in a hard 
drive outrode McIntyre to win by a head. 
Ma'mselle was unlucky to lose. She had a 
commanding lead in the stretch, but McIntyre 
took things easy and was caught napping. 
The Fiddler, which finished third, ran a good 
race, this being his first start in some time, 
but lack of condition told and he tired badly. 



such a serious handicap to the sport. 

There was no lack of interest in the racing 
during the long drawn out meetings and the 
brand of entertainment was better than is 
usual at winter race courses, but the weather 
was a handicap that could not be overcome. 
At the Fair Grounds the purses were richer 
than are offered at any of the other winter 
racing points, and that was another good 
reason for the meeting not being the financial 
success that has attended some of the other 
meetings. The association is to be commended 
for the liberality of its offerings and likewise 
for the prompt manner in which every obli- 
gation was met.

With the promised entry of Miami into the i 
field of winter tracks, there will come strong 
opposition to the existing winter rac ng 
grounds, and the old associations will have 
to keep up the tone of their sport if they 
are not going to suffer by reason of the new 
opposition. New Orleans has already shown 
a liberality that should make it secure for a 
goodly share of the horses of sportsmen who 
race the year around, and it is safe to promise 
that the tone will be maintained to keep the 
old city where it belongs in the turf scheme. 

This is not brought about by a few rich 
stakes at the expense of the overnight offer- 
ings. These rich offerings are well enough, 
but when it means a pruning down of the 
budget for the overnight purses they fail of 
their purpose. What is needed at the winter 
racing grounds Ls a liberal allowance for the 
overnight purses. That is what makes for 
popularity among the horsemen, and it is 



will continue to be the policy. 

Of course, at this season of the year the 
Maryland Jockey Club’s Preakness Stakes, to 
be decided at Pimlico on May 12, and the j 
Kentucky Derby, down for decision at Chur 
chill Downs on May 17, are the two big fea 
tures that will occupy most of public atten 
tion. They are the first of the big prizes for 
the three year-olds, and, apart from ihe bounti 
ful money that is hung up, each has a glamor 
that adds greatly to its importance. But New ; 
York has its own Belmont Stakes, which is to 
fcl’ow these rich offerings, and it is a truly j 
conclusive final test for the star three year- j 
olds. 

The Belmont Slakes is over a mile and 
thre?-eithlhs distance, an eighth farther than 
the Kentucky Derby and a quarter of a mile 
farther than the Preakness Stakes. It is to 
be decided in June, and it is proper that it

AUSTRALIAN WILD HORSES 

♦ 

Great Hordes of Brumbies, They 
Are Called, Infest Outlands. 



In Time of Drought Ranchers Kill Thousands 
of These Animals to Conserve Grass 
and Water for Stork. 



One of the minor problems on the great 
Australian stations in the back country in 
abnormally dry seasons such as that which 
has been experienced during the past year 
is the destruction of the thousands of wild 
horses, or brumbies, as they are called, which 
roam over the country. In times of plenty 
owners do not trouble much about them, but 
when the drought comes and every blade of 
grass and bucketful of water counts in hold- 
ing out until rain falls, these useless hordes 
have to be eliminated. 

In the past few months many thousands of 
these wild steeds — often fine muscular crea- 
tures of noble proportions and with good 
biood in their veins, the result of crossing 
with station stallions which have gone wild — 
have been done to death, “brumby drives” 
being an exciting feature of life out west. 

The New Zealand Herald prints a highly 
interesting account of this wholesale killing, 
and says; "To the man on the land in the 



out-back regions of Australia the killing of 
animals is a necessary part of his day’s 
work. He has to butcher sheep, cattle and 
j pigs for household use. He has to perform 
veterinary operations, sometimes of an ex- 
tensive nature. All these things serve to 
make him callous in regard to the sufferings 
of animals, hut there are few of these men 
who do not regard with abhorrence the work 
attached to the destruction of brumbies. 

ONCE A PROFITABLE INDUSTRY. 

“At one time brumby shooting was a 
profitable industry on account of the value of 
the hides. But now hides are of little value, 
and consequently the wild horses are got rid 
of on some of the larger stations by other 
means. The brumbies, many of which are 
fine, handsome creatures, are run into a 
large yard. Here a man with a sharp knife 
makes an incision in the jugular vein near 
the shoulder, and the animal is driven forth 
spurting blood as it gallops. The faster it 
gallops the sooner its strength fails, and 
then it crashes to the ground and dies. 

“The object in view is to get the brumbies 
as fur away from the yard as possible before 
they succumb to the loss of blood, because 
in most districts frequented by the band of 
brumbies there is not enough firewood to 
burn the carcasses. A station owner who has 
seen many thousands of wild horses treated 
in this fashion, in discussing the humani- 
tarian aspect recently, said that the crea- 
tures suffered no pain. In fact, he thought 
it was a more humane method than to 
shoot them, because, in many cases, the 
first bullet did not strike a vital spot.”

Man O’War sends his first crop to the races 



To me there are three supremely alluring 
prospects held out by the approaching rac- 
ing season of 1924 at the major tracks of 
America. Named in their order of popular 
interest, they are as follows : 

1. The visit of Epinard, the French chcam- 
pion, and the series of races he is to run 
against Zev and our other “defenders.” 

2. The performances, in the three-year- 
old classics of Sarazen. St. James and Wise 
Counsellor ; with the possibility of their also 
ctming together in some special events. 

3. The debut of the first crop of foals by 
Man o’ War in the two-year-old events. 

According to the Good Book, “the last 
shall he first,” and I rather imagine that, 
taking everything into consideration, the 
success or failure of Man o’ War as a sire 
really means more— far more, indeed — than 
do either Epinard’s “invasion” or the three- 
j ear-old championship. 

For. in the last analysis, everything rests 
upon tlie breeding foundation. Sensational 
i ace horses come and go, "strut their brief 
hour,” then in most eases pass into oblivion, 
and, except for a faithful few, never are 
lecalled to memory. It is the breed, and 
the evolution of the breed, that holds the 
permanent interest and is of lasting sig- 
nificance. 

The question. Will Man o’ War succeed or 
fail as a sire? is, therefore, one pregnant 
with great possibilities. How it is answered 
will mean much to the future of America's 
thoroughbred interests. 

Should he score a great success, it will 
have an effect immensely stimulative. 

Should he score a failure, it will have an 
effect similarly depressing. # 

A DELUGE OF SUPERLATIVES. 

Personally. I have always regarded the 
reputation of Man o' AYar as overblown. To 
the discriminating, the fulsome and perfervid 
“bunk” and “hokum” that have marked his 
career, from the publicity standpoint, have 
prejudiced, rather than elevated, his prestige. 
The deluge of superlatives, the flaming head- 
lines proclaiming him the “Wonder Horse of 
All Time,” and the like, have nauseated 
many turfmen well competent to judge of 
greatness. That he was a marvelous racing 
machine, and a speed marvel as well, no- 
body for a moment wishes to deny. But 
the fact remains, and always will remain, 
that during his career of conquest lie never 
heat a first-class horse, or one even ap 
proaching first-class estate, with the sole ex- 
ception of Sir Barton. And all the world is 
aware that the Sir Barton race was a circus 
affair, and out-and-out “hippodrome,” and 
that it never would have happened on any 
ether basis. So it does not count. 

Sane and judicial persons are not at- 
tracted to Man o’ War by the hysteria and 
red ink that have bespattered him until be- 
neath them it is difficult to make out just 
exactly what the true measure of his merit is 
or was. As one somewhat satirical commen- 
tator lias observed, "He is a riddle horse.” 
But perhaps the performances of his progeny 
may help us to solve t lie riddle; not by guess 
cr gush, hut something tangible. 



Just at present, Man o’ War occupies a I 
position somewhat analogous to that occu- 
| pied by Salvator at the moment when his 
S first two-year-olds were “on the threshold.” 
j That he was as great a racer as Salvator 
; lie never demonstrated, for Salvator flour- 
| islied in an era of titans — the era of Tenny, 

| Kingston, Firenze, Raceland. Proctor Knott, 

! Bongstreet. Prince Royal, Elkwood. Diablo, 

| Terra Cotta and the like. And his dominance 
j was complete. 

It is doubtful if any modern American 
I thoroughbred ever excited the enthusiasm, or 
| so appealed to the popular imagination, as 
1 did Salvator, until Man o’ AA'ar appeared, 
j “Publicity” was, in Salvator’s era, an “infant 
I industry” in comparison with what it has 
j since become. The furor that attended him 
i was neither trumped up nor pumped up. 

[ Neither his owner nor his trainer cultivated 
j the “fourth estate” for the purpose of re- 
; clame and the prestige he attained was a 
I spontaneous emotion, due exclusively to the 
splendor of liis performances. 

AA hen we recall the enormous vogue that 
the “movie” of the Man o' AVar-Sir Barton 
“match” epjoyed, arid the great factor it was 
j in making the general public of the United 
j States cf America acquainted with him. we 
i realize that Salvator's fame in his day' was 
but a shadow of what such a horse would 
| today achieve. The Man o’ A\ T ar-Sir Barton 
j "picture” was absolutely destitute of thrills, 

I because there was not a moment of real con- 
I test in it. Imagine, then, the excitement that 
] good “movies” of Salvator’s Suburban and 
his match, which w T as a real one, against 
| Tenny w T ould produce, replete as those race3 
•were with the most extreme elements of 
spectacular sensation. 

SALVATOR NOT GREAT STUD SUCCESS. 

Salvator remained upon the turf as a 
four-year-old, while Man o’ AA'ar was hurried 
I to the stud at the conclusion of his three- 
j year-old campaign. Salvator was not the 
| success as a sire that his admirers hoped he 
j would be, though he was anything but the 
I absolute failure that he is often repre- 
j sented as being. It now remains to be seen 
I whether Man o’ AVar will duplicate the 
career of Prince Charlie's son in this respect 
or not. 

History is so full of instances of racers 
of supreme greatness that failed of success — 
cr. at least, of great success — as sires, that 
no amount of turf glory', be it never so 
lesplendent, can he taken as a guarantee of 
glory at the stud. It is unnecessary' to 
“name names,” to bo invidious. The condi- 
; tion is one known and admitted by all. The 
optimism of the human race — and that seg- 
| ment of it devoted to the turf simply revels 
| in optimism, however, persists in regarding 
I every great racer as potentially a great 
! sire until he has been proved otherwise. So 
, Man o’ War went to the stud at a fee larger 
! than was asked for the most successful of 
| America’s proved progenitors. And tlijs fee 
j has been maintained up to the present writ- 
j ing. Should his first foals, so shortly to 
make their debuts, prove successful racers, 

| it will probably go higher yet. Should they 



fail to do so, it xvill come down, possibly 
with some velocity'. 

It is, I think, the hope of all persons of 
generous feeling that Man o’ AA'ar will make 
an immediate and permanent success as a 
sire. For good or ill. and irrespective of 
just what his exact merits may have been or 
are, he has become something of a “national 
institution.” It is not well that such a thing 
should he discredited. On the contrary, it is 
something vastly' to be deplored. 

A DEPRESSING EFFECT. 

It exercises, as I have said in the begin- 
ning. a depressing effect, to which the whole 
l reeding industry reacts. Nobody can esti- 
mate. even with the historical perspective 
to aid him, the immense stimulus and con- 
structive stability that the immediate and 
great success of Lexington as a sire gave 
to the cause of the American thoroughbred. 
It cannot be calculated, for it was simply 
incalculable. Could Man o’ War even ap- 
proximate such a success, the result w’ould 
he similar. 

These thoughts have been obtruding them- 
selves upon me for some time past, and their 
“release” just now is due to the fact that 
the camera men have lately visited “the blue 
grass” and the Sabbath supplements and 
mid-week pictorials, as well as many other 
I ubiications, have made liberal use of their 
spoils. Man o’ AYar and his “y'oung hope- 
fuls” have been “snapped”, in all sorts of 
poses and as displayed via the rotogravures, 
with their distinguished chaperone. Miss 
Daingerfield, they' make attractive subjects. 
Though I may say in passing that I have 
never yet seen either a photo, or a repro- 
duction of one that I considered a really 
good portrait of Man o’ War. Compara- 
tively few photographers, even among pro- 
fessional experts, have the capacity to pose 
a race horse properly before the camera, or, 
rather, can "press the button” when the 
horse has properly posed himself. We have 
no American Ilouch or Hailey, or photo- 
grapher who turns out plates comparable 
to those reproduced in the superb albqm, 
“l-ies Grands EJ.alons de Pur Sang de 
France,” which I recently reviewed for Daily

There is a lot to him — enough and 
j more than enough to pass on to a family 
of his own, in which respect he distinctly 
excels more than one great race horse. Sev- 
! erel of the now yearlings and two-year-olds 
| by him that the camera men have “caught” 

: I have also seen, some of them beside their 
dams, others at later periods. They have 
j shown — or then did — the stamp of their pro- 



genitor; which, on the whole, may he taken 
as a “good sign.” 

I have never indulged in dissertations upon 
and descriptions of weanlings, yearlings and 
the like. For the most part, writing of this 
sort is mere space-filling and sawing of the 
air — "nothing hut words.” There are occa- 
sional colts and fillies so outstanding that 
a blind man would pick them as “firsts.” 
But for the most part, no matter how expert 
he may pretend to be, no man’s opinion is 
w'ortli much upon a weanling, a yearling, or 
an entirely' green .two-year-old. Of all lot- 
teries in horseflesh, they are entitled to the 
palm. Of which no better proof could be 
adduced than the immense list that easily 
could be compiled of colts and fillies for 
which immense prices had been paid, that 
proved to be counterfeits; and the equally 
immense one of others for which beggarly 
ones were paid, that turned out bright par- 
ticular stars. How many an aspiring owner 
has retained the most pompous “experts” 
in circulation, who have exuded “tap-roots,” 
“figures” and biometrics from every pore; 
together with others who could unto a hair 
decide the most delicate points of individual- 
ity, followed their findings with the most 
childlike faith — and found himself, the next 
summer, sporting a variegated assortment of 
“clams"! 

There be many inspired geniuses of this 
category who, hv looking at the outsides of 
the produce of Man o’ AVar, also the insides 
of their pedigrees, can predict what they are 
going to do at the races. But as a matter 
of cold fact, what they' will do “nobody 
knows’’— until they have gone and done it. 
and thus endetli the parable.

Major Henry Leonard of Remount 
Board Replies to Outlook Editor. 



Tolnts Oat Value of Racing to Breeders of 
. AH Light Saddle and Riding Rorses, as 
Well as to the Military Service. 



Major Henry Leonard, member of the 
"War Department Remount Board and of the 
executive committee of the American Re- 
mount Association, has done a powerful thing 
for racing in an answer he has made to an 
editorial that was published in The Outlook. 
This letter from Major Leonard, who has 
ever been a staunch supporter of the thor- 
oughbred horse, appears in the most recent 
issue of Remount and it needs no further 
introduction. 

The Editor The Outlook,

Dear Sir: Professor Bachelor of the Uni- 
versity of California has brought to my atten- 
tion the editorial in The Outlook of October 
31 last, entitled “Sport and Cash.’’ While it 
is conservative there are statements contained 
in its columns which I am constrained to be- 
lieve cover too much territory and might 
readily do harm to a movement toward the 
production of better horses in America which 
is only now gathering sufficient momentus 
to promise appreciable results. 

You say, inter alia : 

“Horse racing as it is carried on has not 
been of as great general benefit as, for 
instance, the racing of yachts, motor boats 
and automobiles. From all these three sports 
men who have never owned a racing yacht 
and who have no great desire for speed on 
water or land have profited largely. The 
motor car which stands the terrific strain 
of a race teaches the builder how to im- 
prove the stock model which he sells to the 
man on the street. The fisherman on the 
hanks owes something to the yachtsman 
whose frailer craft seldom voyages out of 
sight of land.” 

A FALLACIOUS ARGUMENT. 

The argument from the foregoing obviously 
is that the racing of horses “as it is carried 
on” has been of no benefit to men ( I am 
paraphrasing) who have never owned a 
race horse and who have no great desire for 
speed on water or on the land. Also that 
the horse which stands the terrific strain of 
a race does not teach the breeder how to 
improve the stock model which reaches the 
man on the range and the farm. Your edi- 
torial is patently not intended as an attack 
on horse racing, but here are two factors 
with relation to it which render it potent ; 
one is that it is temperate in its criticism 
and the other, the circumstances that The 
Outlook comes to the hands of many of the 
best men in every community and conse- 
quently may readily injure a cause by its 
unfavorable criticism. 

Let me prefix my remarks by saying that 
I do not now own and have not at any 
time heretofore owned a racing stable, though 
I have bred and owned many thoroughbred 
horses. I am, on the other hand, a member 
of the War Department Remount board, of 
the executive committee of the American Re- 
mount .Association, and more particularly am 
engaged in furthering and supervising the 
government’s efforts to improve the horses 
of my own state of Colorado. 

THOROUGHBREDS IN COLORADO. 

In that state we are using eleven thorough- 
bred stallions, every one of which has been 
a race horse tried and proven, and any other 
type or breed would be unwelcome. For the 
work of our Colorado ranches and ranges 
over 100,000 saddle horses are required. The 
day is near at hand when the overwhelming 
preponderance of these will be horses sired 
by thoroughbred stallions. What is true in 
Colorado, I know to be equally opposite to 
the many other states among which the more 
than 300 stallions of the Remount Service are 
apportioned. 

Now a word as to the manner in which 
all this profits “the man in the street” who 
never owned a race horse ! Last summer I 
saw two- cow-punchers suffer exceedingly 
painful and serious accidents due to the fact 
that they were riding on range work horses 
wholly unfitted to, and not bred for the 
purpose for which they were being employed. 
Sired as they were by grade draft stallions, 
they lacked the short back, sloping shoulder 
and oblique pasterns so essential to the 
capacity to stop short and turn quickly while 
carrying weight on the back. 

On the other hand, a properly made pony 
sired by a thoroughbred stallion brought its 
cow-hand owner $600, whereas the market 
price for the common variety' is about $75. 
The difference in value lay in the fact that 
horses which are by good sires (from the 
lace tracks) are available for use as hunt- 
ers, saddle mounts, and polo ponies, whereas 
the other kind can be used for no purpose, 
since the horse meat is not esteemed for food 
in America. 

PRODUCING SOMETHING SALABLE. 

The man who breeds horses sired by stal- 
lions retired from the race track is produc- 
ing something that is salable because it has 
an economic value. Not only is he further- 
ing his own financial interests and benefitting 
his community, but he is contributing largely 
to the national defense; for, horses are no 
less essential today to an army in the field 
than they were half a century ago. In the 
Civil War the proportion of horses to men 
employed was 1 to 3% ; in the last war we 
used 1 horse to each 4 men, so that the ratio 
has remained nearly constant. The fact that 
improvement is needed in the type produced 
is best testified tc by* the report of General 
Rate of the British Remount Service, who 
was in charge of the purchase in America of 
horses for the British army' during the war. 
11c advised his government that the riding 
or cavalry horse as known in England and 
on the European continent did not exist in 
America in appreciable numbers. 

A test is much more necessary' for herses 
than for automobiles and boats. Mechanical 
errors can be corrected by the expenditure 
of money', but errors in producing horses 
require at least five years for their discovery 
and elimination. It, therefore, behcoves the 
horse breeder to know what he is produc- 
ing; he can approximate this knowledge only 
by providing his product with proven parent- 
age. 

Generally speaking, stamina, endurance and 
courage, coupled with a kindly disposition.

are no less necessary than speed to make 
a race horse. These same qualities render 
a horse valuable for polo, hunting, military 
service, in a cow camp, or for commercial 
purposes. The race course is now', and has 
for centuries been the accepted method of 
demonstrating their possession. So true is 
this that France, during the World War, con- 
ducted racing, behind closed gates to the end 
that its thoroughbreds should not deteriorate. 
The man who suggests that the chief value 
of a rase horse is for racing, is either wil- 
fully misrepresenting or is so woefully un- 
informed as to entitle him to no attention 
whatsoever. 

In a letter to the chairman of the judiciary 
committee of the Kentucky senate, of date 23 
January', 1922, no less an authority' than the 
Secretary of War said : 

“If racing is discontinued or abolished, the 
results to breeding could hardly be less than 
disastrous to the utility and light horse indus- 
try of the United States, and it would mean 
that the army could not, in the event of 
war. mount its cavalry or properly equip its 
infantry divisions and artillery with the large 
number of riding horses that are required in 
modern warfare." 

AN ENGLISH OFFICER’S VIEWS. 

Were any further testimonial needed as to 
the value of racing and the usefulness of 
even those race horses which have the blood, 
the heart, and the courage, but not the speed 
necessary to succeed, it is supplied by the 
book of Colonel Preston of the British Army, 
which is a chronicle of the operations of the 
desert mounted corps in Palestine and Syria 
under General Allenby. With reference to 
this corps of 25.000 sabers, Preston says: 

“The majority' of the horses in the corps 
were walers and there is no doubt that these 
hardy' animals * make the finest cavalry 
mounts in the world. For many years past 
the Austrailians have been buying up the 
‘thoroughbred failures on the English turf’ 
(the quotation marks are mine) and buying 
them cheap, to breed saddle horses for up- 
country stations. As a result of this policy' 
they now have got types of compact, well- 
built saddle and harness horses that no other 
part of the world can show.” 

1 appreciate fuil well that no apology is 
necessary' for championing either the race 
tiack or the thoroughbred horse. There may, 
however, be some persons extant who do not 
know that the pari-mutuel has taken the 
place of the crooked gambler and that one 
will see the law broken more frequently away 
from than at the race track. 

I wonder if it might be found practicable 
by you to print something along the lines 
of the foregoing, in order to present the other 
aspect of an important question.

Invariably Accused of Mistakes 
Unavoidably Made by Rider 



Gilpin Tells How Poor Raring I.nck Often Is 
the Cause of ' a Disagreement Between 
Owners and Employee.

P. P. Gilpin, writing in the London 
Weekly Dispatch, gives the following an- 
I alysis of the most frequent causes of dis- 
putes between an owner and his trainer. 

The trainer with his accurate estimate of 
j the horse's qualities and a good appreciation 
of the merits of the other competitors, ad- 
vises his employer that his horse stands a 
j chance, not necessarily a good chance, but 
j a chance, and that if he intends to back him 
to “go light.” 

But the owner, with too good a conceit of 
his own animal and an unduly' low estimate 
of other people's, reads much more into the 
trainer’s words than was ever intended, and 
I places a big bet. The horse runs well but 
not quite well enough and is narrowly beaten, 
and the owner loses far more than he should 
have lost. Does he blame himself for dis- 
regarding the advice tendered him? Not a 
bit of it. The trainer may be blamed, the 
jockey may be blamed, or both together, but 
; the owner never. 

Trying indeed is the owner who is swayed 
by the ridiculous clap-trap he hears, prob- 
: ably from friends, in clubs and railway car- 
riages and on the race course and off it. 
One thinks his trainer should not have done 
this cr his trainer ought to have done that, 
and. strangely enough, it is generally the 
| self-opinionated man who is swayed by this 
sort of ignorant tittle-tattle.

7f he presented the points raised to the 
trainer the probability is that he would be 
i given a good reason for every move. But 
brooding over such uninformed criticism is 
a sure way to undermine that confidence 
j which should exist between trainer and 
patron. 

Another aspect of the relations between 
: owner and- trainer is illustrated by the fol- 
lowing cases within iny' knowledge: — Just be- 
fore the war a young man who had been 
| racing a short time had a really extraordi- 
nary run of luck, hut, like many another 
j novice, he thought his success was not in 
his stars but in his own merit. For a few 
months whatever horse he backed used to 
win. Discussing him at lunch with the 
trainer. I said his patron’s luck was bound 
to turn soon and he would not be able to 
| back a winner at all; if he (the trainer) 
would take my advice he would not allow 
this young man to get too heavily into his 
books. 

The inevitable denouement came even more 
quickly than expected, but not quickly 
enough for the trainer, for when the youth 
retired hurriedly from the turf he owed 
my friend $3,500. His horses were sold 
and he went abroad, leaving my friend to 
whistle for his money. Though in fair 



The lion. George Lambton, writing in the 
London Weekly Dispatch, discusses the turf 
careers of several gentlemen sportsmen for 
whom .Toe Cannon trained in the following 
article ; 

Before I knew Joe Cannon he had first of 
all trained for Captain Machell, and left him 
to become private trainer to Lord Rosebery. 

For both these men he had done well, 
trained many good horses, and won big races. 
Rut when I sent my horses to him the stable 
was of rather a different sort, the owners 
being Count Kinsky, the two brothers Chris 
and Frankie. Murrietta. Sir Charles Hartopp, 
and Baron Max de Tuyll, who, like myself, 
were all people inclined to be rather short 
of ready money. Later on Jack Hammond, 
Captain Whittaker and the Duke of Beau- 
fort came to him, though the latter only had 
one or two jumpers. 

As I look back on this time the owners 
seem to be more interesting than the horses 
they owned. Charles Kinsky I have already 
written much about. The Murriettas came 
of a Spanish family which liad settled down 
in England. They were wealthy to start 
with, but became involved in a famous City 
failure. I have always heard that they might 
have escaped great financial loss, but chose 
honor before riches. 

A TYPICAL DON. 

Chris was the typical Don — a tall, dis- 
tinguished-looking man, rather eccentric, 
with a hasty temper. As long as his money 
lasted he lived like the great gentleman that 
he was. The best of everything was just 
good enough for himself and his friends, 
especially the latter, so long as it was in his 
power to give it to them. 

Frankie was different — a dear little fellow 
in his way, clever, with an eye to the main 
chance and with a great show of being a 
hard, shrewd man of business; but nu fond 
he was one of the best and kindest-hearted 
men in the world. I remember Captain Ma- 
chell, after he had been staying in some 
house with him, saying, “I like that little 
Murrietta; a clever fellow, and a bit of a 
rogue too.” That was the impression 
Frankie wanted to leave, but in reality he 
was as straight as a die. 

The two brothers owned horses together; 
they never had anything of much class, but 
at the end of each year Chris was a little 
poorer and Frankie a little better off. One 
horse I bought for them had a curious 
career. This was a great big brown geld- 
ing called The Lown, by Lowlander, and 
Frankie won a lot of money with him. I had 
seen the horse running all over the country 
in every sort of race — over fences, over 
hurdles and on the flat. He won many of 
them carrying big weights. He was owned 
by Colonel Clitheroe and trained by Tom 
Leader, father of the three Leader brothers 
now training, members of one of those fami- 
lies who have made the English turf what 
it is. 

THE LOWN SHOWS SPEED. 

One day I was riding a fast horse against 
The Lown. and he showed such a turn of 
speed when my horse was still full of run- 
ning that I bought him for Frankie for 
$2,500, thinking he would probably win a 
good hurdle race. When we took him home 
and tried him he was winning easily at one 
and one-half miles, hut did not stay it out. 

He was a great big heavy horse, and I 
could never ride him properly myself, al- 
though I won a hurdle race on him at Four 
Oaks Park, where he showed such a dash of 
speed that I felt confident he would win a 
nice race on the flat. 

So, although he was seven or eight years 
old and had been running all his life over 
a country, Joe Cannon turned his attention 
to flat racing. He soon found that what I 
said was right and that his real course was 
three-quarters to seven-eighths of a mile. 
Frankie put on his most cunning look ana 
said: “Now you must leave this to me; I 
shall manage the horse myself and win a lot 
of money.” 

I don’t recollect the details of the "coup,” 
hut I do remember the horse running for a 
handicap at Epsom in the Derby week and 
winning in a canter. I also remember 
Frankie being angry with Chris for having 
given the good thing away at a supper party 
the night before. And then, again, this gal- 
lant old horse won a seven-eighths handicap 
at Doncaster from a big field. In those days 
there was an awkward bend in the course, 
but so great was his speed that, although he 
drew on the outside, before they had gone 
an eighth he was on the rails and never 
headed again. 

I shall always think it was a marvelous 
thing that a horse which had all his life 
teen trained for long races and carried 
welter weights should have retained his 
speed when he was eight years old. 

Old Alec Taylor took a fancy to Frankie, 
who worked several good commissions for 
him, and so quiet was he about it that no 
one ever suspected that he was the agent 
of that powerful stable. 



circumstances, the loss was a matter of 
some moment to the trainer. 

Not many months ago a trainer who had 
his stables pretty nearly full was owed so 
mucli money by those who ought to have 
been his supporters that a subscription was 
raised to help him tide over matters when 
he was ill and unable for a short time to 
attend to business. His books showed a 
large amount owing to him in comparison 
with the class of business he carried on. 

Walking home after work one morning at 
The Curragh I said to another trainer, 

“Michael, do you know Captain ?’’ “Yes,” 

was the reply. “Did you ever train any horses 
for him?” “Oh, yes," said Michael, “I did.” 
"How did you come to train for him?” I 
asked. “Well,” it was like this,” he explained. 
“The captain came up to me one day and 

said, ‘Mr. D , would you like to train a 

few horses for me?’ and I said I certainly 
would. “Very well,’ he said, ‘I will send you 
half a dozen in a few days.’ And I thanked 
him. He added, ‘You can send in your ac- 
count monthly, quarterly or half-yearly. It’s 
all the same to me.’ Bedad, these last were 
the truest words he ever spoke, because no 
matter when I sent in the bill he never took 
any notice of it at all.”

COVINGTON. Ky„ March 17.— Of the ten 
or a dozen thoroughbred producers of the 
United States and Canada, who have nomi- 
nated home-bred colts and fillies in Ken- 
tucky's Golden Jubilee Derby, Edward lliley 
Uradley. of Idle Hour, appears on last year’s 
two-year-old form to have the most for- 
midable material. 

Mr. Bradley has already won his Derby, 
and more. In 1921 his colts Behave Your- 
self and Black Servant, Idle Hour-bred sons 
respectively of Marathon and Black Toney, 
finished one-two in the forty-seventh Derby, 
beating among others the previously un- 
beaten Tryster. also Prudery, Leonardo IT. 
and Bon Homme. Commander J. K. L. Ross 
of Montreal is the only other sportsman who 
has accomplished such a feat. But the two- 
ply Derby success of Sir Barton and Billy 
Kelly in 1919 was no such signal triumph for 
him as the double victory of 1921 was to be 
for Bradley. Ross bought Sir Barton and 
Billy Kelly from other producers and de- 
velopers. 

Mr. Bradley has been at production many 
years and his Idle Hour Farm is one of the 
country’s greatest thoroughbred nurseries. 
Commander Ross, who, since the victory of 
Sir Barton in 1919, has established studs of 
the stoutest American. British and French 
stock in Kentucky and Quebec, has made 
Kentucky Derby nominations of his own 
breeding and raising this spring. Tossibly 
he will not have a starter in May. 



There was much interest in the National 
Trial Steeplechase at Gatwick, England, Feb- 
ruary 29, as the race had atracted several 
strong candidates for the Grand National 
to be run at Liverpool March 28. Stephen 
Sanford's Sergeant Murphy, winner of tha 
big Aintree event last year, was among the 
expected starters, but he was withdrawn at 
the last minute and Drifter was the only 
horse to carry the American owner's colors. 
Drifter made a miserable showing, and the 
strcngly fancied Silvo fell at the second 
obstacle. Lord Woolavington’s Eureka II., 
another candidate for the Grand National, 
went on to win impressively. 

The following account of the National 
Trial running was -written by Vigilant for 
the London Sportsman : 

The wind having gone round to the west 
some rain fell yesterday, dispersing the 
snow which lay on the course at Gatwick, 
whither the prospect of seeing' several Grand 
National horses attracted a big crowd. 

EUREKA II. IS FIT. 

Before the National Trial Steeplechase I 
had the pleasant task of inspecting the com- 
petitors in the paddock, Eureka II. was, curi- 
ously enough, the first to ccme under ob- 
servation, and certainly Lord Woolavington’s 
gelding has never been in better heart, or 
do I think he can be made fitter, but Silvo, 
on the other hand, was a little light, though 
possibly not more so than he usually is when 
thoroughly keyed up. 

A glance at Super Man revealed the fact 
that he has put on a lot of weight, and 
though fitter, no doubt, than his appearance 
suggested, I fancy he can be made better by 
the Grand National day. Hawker was gen- 
erally admired, but never seems to look really 
hard, and I liked better Chin Chin, which has 
never, in my opinion, been quite so well. 

Libretto, as usual, appeared split up, while 
Drifter, though well enough in himself, will 
never, I fear, make a race horse. Such was 
the furore for Silvo that his price was quickly 
reduced to 6 to 4, while of the others Haw- 
ker was best supported. 

PRIDE OF MANISTER FALLS. 

At flagfall Eureka II. jumped into the 
lead and the first fence proved fatal to 
Pride of Manister, while to his backers’ con- 
sternation Silvo came down at the next ob- 
stacle, and no excuse can be made for his 
lapse. Passing the stands Eureka II., fencing 
faultlessly, held command slightly in advance 
of Chin Chin (also jumping well). Hawker, 
Harrismith and Libretto, with Drifter con- 
spicuous in the rear. 

Along the baekstreteh Hawker became sec- 
ond, and as they approached the bend for 
home J. R. Anthony moved up on Super 
Man. Halfway up the straight Hawker 
showed signs of distress and Chin Chin, 
weakening between the last two fences, the 
only danger to Eureka II. was Super Man, 
and a serious danger too, for Mr. Bankier a 
gelding quickly drew up on even terms and 
came over the last fence slightly in front, 
but he seemed to slither on landing, which 
took all the “go” out of him, and so Eureka 
II. came again to win cleverly. 

The second can meet Eureka II. on slightly 
better terms at Aintree, apart from which I 
am confident that Super Man can be im- 
proved, whereas I doubt if Eureka II. car. be 
made an ounce better. Super Man has nil 
the qualifications required at Liverpool and 
is a live proposition indeed for the big e\ent 
to be decided on March 28. 

feilvo's downfall may mean little or nothing 
so far as his Liverpool prospects are con- 
cerned, but the rule that horses which win 
races before Christmas do not often win 
Grand Nationals will, I think, have another 
illustration in his case.

No Ross two-year-old of last year rose 
above mediocrity. But he will be a factor in 
coming Derbys. His great race horses of a 
few years b:ick— Boniface and Cudgel — are 
at the stud in Kentucky. Cudgel may, in- 
deed, have sired the Golden Jubilee Derby 
winner in Senator Norris, which will bear 
the silks through the coming year of H. G. 
Bedwell, Commander Ross’ former trainer. 

Mr. Bradley’s chance of winning the 
Golden Jubilee Derby cannot but be con- 
ceded to be first rate even if unusual merit 
is conceded to the candidates of all the other 
nominators. Behave Yourself did not look a 
bit better in March, 1921, than Beau Butler, 
the most formidable of the Bradley eligibles 
for the Golden Jubilee Derby, last year's 
two-year-olds form considered, looks now. Be- 
have Yourself had been beaten by both 
Tryster, the winter favorite for the forty- 
seventh Derby, and Grey Lag in the Ken- 
tucky Jockey Club Stakes inaugural at 
Churchill Downs. 

Last November at Pimlico Beau Butler, a 
colt by Black Toney (Black Servant's sire) 
from Santa Anna II.. an imported daughter 
of Martagon, shouldered 122 pounds and 
made a show of some of the best two-year- 
olds still in training of an uncommonly good 
year in the third Maryland Futurity. Beau 
Butler’s share of the prize was $53,000. In 
consequence of winning it he finished third 
to St. James and Wise Counsellor among 
the two-year-old winners of 1923 and seventh 
among the winners of all ages. 

BEAU BUTLER'S GOOD SHOWING. 

More important than this, his Golden Jubi- 
lee Derby candidacy considered, he showed 
in this Pimlico race all the quality a Derby 
hope should have. Taking the lead from 
fifteen opponents half a mile out he beat 
them with his head swinging. Rustic, Aga 
Khan. Transmute. Modest, Diogenes, Senator 
Norris, Lord Baltimore II., Fabian and Sun 
Flag were behind him as he went past the 
judges. He looked in this Maryland Futurity 
like a colt that would go on any distance 
under weight. He is powerful of physique 
and his legs are good. 

This fleet son of Black Toney is one of 
four or five colts and fillies Bradley did not 
rush last spring and summer to the end 
that he might have some sound and fresh 
three-year-olds for the coming season. Such 
patience merits reward. It is rare in Amer- 
ican horse racing nowadays. There will be 
no appreciable improvement in American 
three-year-old racing until it becomes a

Maryland he is in the hands of a master 
trainer, the same who handled Cudgel 
through several successful years and devel- 
oped Sir Barton. In 1909 and from 1912 to 
1917, inclusive, Bedwell was the most suc- 
cessful of American horse trainers. 

Rustic, a product of the long famous stud 
of the Waldens, also Maryland-bred, is to 
bear the scarlet jacket of Alfred llennen 
Morris, under which such fliers of the past 
as The Friar, Bowling Brook, Mirthful, 
Yankee, Russell. Correction and Reckton won 
renown. Winning the Great American re- 
newal at Aqueduct in June, Rustic, a son 
of Transvaal, showed conspicuous distance 
running merit again in the autumn. 

WOODWARD'S AGA KHAN. 



French Writer So Characterizes 
Yearling Buying in Article. 



Cites Case of St- Simon, Which Was Not 
Nominated for Epsom Derby Because Ap- 
pearance as a Yearling Was Unimpressive. 



The yearling auctions each year are char- 
acterized as the greatest gamble on the turf, 
but Viator, writing in Le Jockey, cites a 
number of interesting examples to illustrate 
this point. His article in translation follows: 

It is strange how a turf legend comes to 
be accepted as fact. It has been repeated 
so eften that everyone has come to look 
upon the story as fact that St. Simon did 
not win the Epsom Derby because the death 
of Prince Bathyany, his breeder, had ren- 
dered his nomination void. 

The fact of the matter is that he was 
never . named for the Blue Riband. His 
appearance as a yearling was not impressive. 
He looked too high slung and the prince 
chose another Galopin colt, a son of Penitent, 
as his only representative in the Epsom clas- 
sic. This colt was named Arbaces and he 
won a couple of cheap races for C. Wood 
later on. St. Simon himself was not named 
for the event. 

LESSON FOR YEARLING BUYERS. 

This bit of history — or rather this correc- 
tion of a bit of history — would he a good 
thing to repeat each year at the time of 
the yearling auctions to encourage the more 
modest bidders who are not able to com- 
pete for the youngsters of fine conforma- 
tion — the ones that are bought by the pound, 
as someone has said. 

Morion was another champion of his. year 
which was without important stake engage- 
ments because he had been an ugly yearling 
and Cyllene had no engagements because 
he was considered too small at the time when 
the entries closed. 

But this question of yearling buying is 
extremely complex and will always remain 
the greatest lottery of the turf. One can 
talk about it forever without reaching any 
sound conclusion. An English millionaire for 
a number of years continued to buy every 
yearling that attracted the highest price at 
auction and never succeeded in obtaining a 
horse that amounted to anything. The Aga 
Khan, on the other hand, following the same 
method at the end of two years had accumu- 
lated the strongest stable in England. 

A “WISE” HORSEMAN. 

One horseman used to be considered the 
wisest of yearling buyers because every year 
he brought out a good winner which he 
acquired for a song. But he had a system 
of buying every yearling that went for less 
than $500. Out of these purchases, it is true, 
he occasionally developed one that was 
worth something, but for all of them he had 
expended a really big amount, not only the 
purchase price, but the cost of training and 
feeding his innumerable good-for-nothings. 
It is more or less like those who have a 
habit of claiming winners of aJl the selling 
races. 

We are always hearing about some obscure 
horse that has developed into a crack, but 
we never hear anything about the cheap 
stablemates that have eaten up all the profits 
accruing from the performances of the star. 
Happily there is no rule or axiom which can 
serve as the key to the problem of assembling 
a stable of winners. Racing would have died 
out long ago if there were, or at least racing 
would hold no more charm than a grocery 
business. 



William Woodward of New York, who is 
breeding first class horses at Belair farm in 
Maryland on which thoroubreds were reared 
and developed in the eighteenth century by 
.Samuel Ogle and Benjamin Tasker, colonial 
governors of the old line state, hopes to be 
represented in the Jubilee Derby by Aga 
Khan, a son of Omar Khayyam, the Derby 
winner of 1917. Aga Khan appeared to be 
the best of Omar Khayyam's first crop of 
two-year-olds. 

Diogenes, son of Ballot and Smoky Lamp, 
will race for Mrs. Walter M. Jeffords of 
Philadelphia; He was bred by Mrs. Jeffords 
ir. Kentucky at Faraway farms, the abiding 
place now of Man o’ War, America's “horse 
of the century.” Man o’ War is owned by 
Samuel D. Riddle, Mrs. Jeffords’ uncle and 
foster father. Diogenes was a first class colt 
at Saratoga last August when he won a re- 
vival of the rich Hopeful Stakes. He is 
training at Glen Riddle farm on Maryland's 
eastern shore, where Man o’ War trained in 
the winter and early spring of 1920 for his 
brilliant three-year-old triumphs. 

Mr. Kilmer, one of New York's consider- 
able producers, sold much of his best prospec- 
tive Derby material at public auction at 
Belmont Park last spring. But he kept one 
promising colt in Mint Briar, son of Assagai 
and Sweet Briar and a half-brother of Sun 
Briar. Mint Briar was bred at Sun Briar 
Court farm in Broome county. New York. 
He was at his best at Belmont Park last 
June when he won the Keene Memorial 
Stakes. It was Mr. Kilmer who Avon the 
Derby of 1918 with Exterminator, which 
has since become America's thoroughbred 
long distance running champion. He bought 
Exterminator at the eleventh hour, after Sun 
Briar, half-brother of Mint Briar, his Golden 
Jubilee hope, had suddenly collapsed in train- 
ing.

Keeping in mind a 
ley’s at Pimlico when he was being showered 
with congratulations on Beau Butler's suc- 
cess will be well worth while. This declara- 
tion was that Beau Butler was not the best 
of the youngsters he had held back. A bet- 
ter colt than Beau Butler would deserve to 
be an overwhelming favorite in the Golden 
Jubilee Derby, notwithstanding the claims 
of such as Wise Counsellor, St. James and 
Sarazen. 

Possibly racing will discover that it has 
erred if it fails to take the Bradley pro- 
nouncement seriously. Mr. Bradley is no- 
toriously open in his racing operations and 
outspoken about his horses. He is one of 
a growing group of American sportsmen 
who regard their thoroughbreds as public 
trusts and are. properly jealous of their 
reputations. Other Bradley two-year-olds 
that won better than passing notice last year 
were Befuddle, Bob Tail and Baffling. 

Prominent among the other producers with 
Golden Jubilee Derby candidates of home 
breeding are H. (1. Bedwell, Harry Payne 
Whitney. Alfred llennen Morris, Mrs. Wal- 
ter M. Jeffords, William Woodward and Wil- 
lis Sharpe Kilmer. Possibly there is among 
colts and fillies which raced in the Whitney 
colors last year — Transmute, Gonfalon, 
Swingalong. Klondyke, Whiskalong, Miss 
Whisk, Initiate, etc. — a horse of Derby 
calilter, but none of them showed enough 
under silks in New York and Maryland to 
win such consideration as Upset. John P. 
Grier. Dominant. Thunderer, Wildair. Trys- 
ter. Prudery and Enchantment had in Der- 
bys in which they were beaten. 

Senator Norris, Cudgel’s best son, was 
bred by Bedwell in Maryland while the man- 
agement of Cudgel’s stud operations was in 
his hands. Saved from early two-year- 
old racing which is destructive of tendons 
and feet. Senator Norris came through bril- 
liantly in Marlyland last fall. In one of the 
divisions of the Walden, a $10,000 two-year- 
old race of one mile. Senator Norris defeated 
a band that included Lady Belle, Big Blaze, 
H. T. Waters. Sun Flag, Lord Baltimore 11. 
and Gonfalon. 

He is of the family on the distaff side of 
the celebrated Artful, greatest of American 
thoroughbred racing mares. Wintering in 
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and, at times exciting enough to keep the 
big crowd in a frenzy. 

The spert was inaugurated with a two- 
year-old dash, in which Barney Google tri- 
umphed handily and decisively. Because of 
his former running out proclivities, the pub- 
lic were skeptic as to his ability to de- 
feat the band opposed to him, particularly 
under the edict of the stewards enabling him 
to start again, that he would be placed on 
the outside of his field at the start.

Mount 
Pleasant, an extreme outsider, furnished a 
surprise here by running away a quarter of 
a mile at top speed, while going to the post 
and landing in second place, beating Dandy- 
brush, the poorly ridden favorite. 

The Greentree Stable’s Moonraker, which 
has been one of the mest consistent racers 
during the meeting, again landed a purse 
when he beat a good band of sprinters that 
engaged in the third race, a three-quarters 
mile handicap, with Raffles and Mercury, 
both representing J. McMillen, following. 

Soggarth Aroon, ridden by Parke, raced to 
his best form and won the fifth race, but it 
was a lucky victory for him and due en- 
tirely to the timiditly of Murphy on Llew- 
ellyn. The latter was pounds the best, but 
soon after the start was taken back sharply, 
far back to last place and he was then ridden 
wide. He closed an immense gap and, with 
proper riding, would have won handily. 
Jockey Blind injured himself when his mount 
Brunell bumped into the fence during the 
race. 

Parke finished the winter season by riding 
Lord \Vack to victory in the final race. Parke 
also opened the season auspiciously when ho 
won the first race on Thanksgiving Day with 
Smart Guy. Incidentally, Parke increased 
his number of victories for the winter to 151, 
of which 102 winning mounts were scored 
since the first of the year.
